~ JAPAN, 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates from this port reach tothe 28th July. The English 
mail of the 26th May was received on the 14th July, being six 
days before its due date, and only forty-nine daysfrom London, 

In our last issue we recorded intelligence, received by way of 
San Francisco and New York, to the effect that the dispute be- 
tween the Tycoon and Chosiu had been settled by certain con- 
cessions on the part of the latter. This was shortly afterwards 
contradicted by a telegram received on the 24th inst., bringing 
news from Shanghai down to the 22nd ult., and announcing the 
outbreak of actual hostilities between the Tycoon and the 
z| Daimio, and this is probably correct. The local papers received 
by the present mail give some rather conflicting accounts of the 
state of affairs. The Japan Times says :— 

«We have to record no material change in the aspect of political affairs. 
‘We have certain information overland from Kioto, from which it will be 
remarked that Chosiu still shows a bold front, and has not the least inten- 
tion of yielding to the demands of the Shogoon. This is confirmed by 
information from another source which, though coming from Yedo, dows 
not labour under the disadvantage of being official, and may be relied on 
8s proving the truth of our intelligence from the seat of war. Both 
concur in stating that the Yedo chief is again ‘on the point” of - 
ing to attempt the fulfilment of hisjboast of June, 1865, when bis long 
array of'trogps left Yedo for a short and pleasant couple of months’ excur- 

at Chosiu’s expense. Truly, the position of the Shogoon is not very 
dignified—urged to fight by the Tikado's 1 's party and others whose object is 
to weaken his power and whose wish is to see him beaten—almost com- 
pelled to attempt the altack by the necesity to which he bas 
been reduced by the collective injustice of the Western Powers, 
and the individual rapacity of some, impoverished by being compelled to 
py on the one hand for crimes which be did not commit and on the other 
for docks, steamers, machinery and ‘instructors’ which jhe has not re- 
ceived—and yet restrained by a very wholesome fear of his declared ad- 
versary Chosiu and of Satsuta his more than suspected foe. No wonder 
that the Shogoon should be now, as is well known to those best acquainted 
with Japanese politics, the worst enemy the foreigner has in this country. 
The potition of the Shogoon and bis \Goreraissnt is not improved by tl 
increasing dissatisfaction of the Yedo populace: we have heard of riots 
there and considerable damage has been done to the houses and property 
of dealers in articles of food. The local authorities seem either 
powerless to repress these disturbances or afr 
rioters to more violent measures, for to attempt was made on the occa- 
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sion of the most serious uprising when a mob of some hundreds assembled, to 
quell the disorder. This was made subject of remark to us by an intelli- 
gent Japanese acquaintance, who takes s far-sighted view of affairs. 
© See,’ said he, ‘how weak this Government is. The police can sei 
and brutally ill-treat a single thief or a small party of some other Daimio’s 
retainers on the Tokaido, but they make no attempt to restrain & mob of 
four or five hundred coolies from destroying the property of innocent 
traders.’ When an Eastern Government's own servant speaks of it thus, 
it oogure ill for its stability. The Yedo officials continue, by way of allay- 
ing the 








excitement, to publish repeated notifications to the common people 
that the war with Chosiu bas been stopped by his unconditional surrender, 
and that rice will, in consequence, be soon abundant and cheap. As we 
intimated last mail, these documents are about as truthful as one of Napo- 
leon's Moniteurs or a Russian bulletin during the Crimean War.” 

The following is a literal translation of the letter from the 
seat of war, above referred to Kishiu, who commands in chief, 
is a relative of the Shogoon, being one of three families called 
Gosanke, from one of which the Shogoon is necessarily selected 
under the present regime ; Matsudaira is one of the Gorogio. 

Kioro, 8th July, 1866. 

“The punishment of that thief Chosiu for his repeated acts of rebel- 
Tion bas at last been decreed. The Prince of Kishiu, as Commander-in- 
Chief, has already started, and Matsudaira Hoki no Kami as his lieutenant, 
sails this morning. Kiogoku Shiuzen no Sho has been appointed In- 
spector-General of the Shikoku contingent, and will start to-morrow. The 
Sth of next month (July 16th) is appointed for the commencement of hos- 
tilities by the united contingents of the fudais (small Daimios dependent 
on the Shogoon). 

“ Chosiu is determined to fight to the last, but I don’t think him likely 
to have the best of it. However, he has brought it on himself. As the 
war progresses I'll let you have more news.” 

Greatly confirming the above is the communication from 
Yedo, which we quote below. This is not a literal translation, 
but a precis of information received from an authentic 


source : 

“That Chosiu agreed, or rather pretended to agree, to a settlement is 
almost certainly true, but that he ultimately played false again is palpable 
to everyone here (ia Yedo). 

“ Kioto is now guarded by ’Stotesbashi (the ambitious prime minister of 
the Shogoon, and of the Gosanke family of Mito). So strong is the 
feeling against the Yedo army there that even the merchants of Osaka are 
anxious to witness its return to the north. 

“The Shogoon has called upon Echizen (formerly So-sai-sho—a high 
office in the Mikado’s court) for advice and assistance, and also upon his 
relative Kishiu, (a Daimio of 550,000 kokus), to strike Chosiu and his 
adherents (the whole of the Kiashiu Princes combined ). 

“The Shogoon remains at Osaka fearful of heading the army himself. 

“It is generally thought and freely spoken that if the Shogoon sends 
Stotsbashi to the front, his rule is near its end. Stotsbashi (Jit. ‘one bridge’) 
will give the disaffected a chance to ‘pass over’ in safety and have himself 
proclaimed Shogocn.”” 

The chief item of local intelligence was the compulsory sale, 
by order of H.B.M. Consul, of the British schooner Norfolk. 
Tho vessel had Iain a long while in tho port, and was heavily in 
debt. On proceedings being taken in the Consular Court by 
the creditors, the Consul ordered the vessel to be sold by pub- 
lic auction, She was accordingly offered by Messrs. Hansard 
and Black, and knocked down to the highcst bidders—Messrs, 
Kemptner and Co—for 3,000 dollars. The master of the vessel 
protested against the legality of the public sale, and himsclf 
effected a private one for 17,000 dollars, to another purchaser. 
The first sale was then repudiated by the Consul, on the ground 
that intimidation “was used by a Mr. Crutchley,” which 
caused intending purchasers to withhold their biddings, The 
case, therefore, will {probably furnish occupation for gentlemen 
of the long robo, and appears to be a very pretty quarrel as it 
stands, 

The rice riots reported last mail appear (says the Japan 
Herald) to have ceased. They broke out on the evening of the 
10th July, when a number of shopkeepers, coolies, and even 
Priests went in parties of forty or fifty from various temples 
where they had assembled to 'Sinagawa, and having raised a 
total number of five hundred or six hundred, commenced on 
attack on the rice, sugar, and saki shops and even some tca- 
houses and money-changers’ shops, breaking and removing the 
shutters, and in some instances wasting the contents of the 
godowns. Tho riot was continued on the following evening, and 
broke out in various parts of the city. At Kanasuyi, Honshiba, 
Hamats’cho, Asak’sa and other places leading out of the 
Tokaido at different points, great damage was done; 
but it is remarkable that no robberies took place, 
only the fronts of the houses battered in, and the shop- 
Keepers punished by such means for charging extortionate 
prices. The houses attacked seem to have been marked, for 
all were not visited, and very few of the poorer. The rioters 
did not allow any idle spectators, for they immediately knocked 
down or drove away any who appeared in such a character. 
They also compelled all the storckeepers whose houses were not 
attacked to keep them shut closely and remain inside of them, 





Some of the richer of the storckeepers purchased immunity by 
presents of rice, &c, but the purpose of the rioters 
seemed to be rather punishment than plunder. There 
are about 300 of them in custody. ‘The price of rice having 
fallen in Yedo two boos a picul, this was attributed to the 
measures of the rioters ; but the Gorogio thought proper to ex- 
plain that such was not the case, but the natural consequence of 
the unlocking of stores, rendered no further necessary by the 
cessation of hostile fears, and by the payment of a large quan- 
tity by Chosiu to the Tycoon. We hear that a considerable 
quantity}bas arrived in}Yedo from Sendai, ;During tho dis- 
turbances the Government increased the guards at the legations ; 
and when Mr. Eusden had occasion to go into the city, he was 
accompanied by a guard of twenty yaconins, instead of five, the 
ordinary number. 

Regarding commercial affairs, the Herald says:—* In Japan 
wo have had our local difficulty, in the cheapness of the ichi- 
bous, and they are now at a price such as few would have cal- 
culated on their reaching, as they are actually worth just their 
intrinsic value in silver—making no allowance for coinage. 
When the Japanese get their mint in operation, which it is ex- 
pected they will do by the Ist of January, 1868 ; simulta- 
neously with the opening of Hiogo, the fixed rate will be 311 
ichibous per $100 with a small per centage for coinage—so now 
it is actually cheaper than it will be then: Tho gradual fall in 
the price has been one of the principal causes of the great slack- 
ness in trade, Japanese merchants having to buy dollars at such 
a ruinous price to pay for imports, have bought as sparingly as 
possible, and even in some instances failed to fulfil contracts en- 
tered into with them for forward delivery. En passant, we may 
remark that mint coming out to the Japanese was not pur- 
chased in France but in Prussia, the commissioners sent by 
the ‘T'ycoon’s Government considering that thetGerman machi- 
nery was the best adapted for the Yedo requirements of any 
that were offered to them. While imports have been so heavily 
affectad by the state of the moncy market exports have been 
hardly less so, and although the price of silk is much lower 
than it was, the exchange makes the price of it actually better 
for the Japanese merchants than when it was at its highest, 
whilst the adviccs from home of the fall infprice renders its 
purchase everyway unfavourable to the foreign merchant. The 
season of 1866-67 therefore commences about as unsatisfac- 
torily as it is possible to conceive, and we can only hope, as 
well as we may, that things have seen their worst.”

NAGASAKI. 

The P. and O. Company we understand will provide another 
steamer, to supply the place of the Granada, lately sold here 
Nagasaki, to run between this port and Shanghai 

Sir Harry Parkes returned with Admiral King from Kagosima 
to this port on the Ist August. He and the Admiral were, 
we learn, extremely well received by Satsuma, who made them 
several handsome presents. Sir Harry intends to proceed next 
to Simonoscki where he will be met by tho Admiral with the 
fleet. ‘The French Minister had also arrived at Nagasaki in,the 
Laplace. 

Nagasaki residents complain greatly of a recent blunder by 
the Post-office at Shanghai, in sending tho Nagasaki mails by 
the Argus to Kagosima instead of direct to Nagasaki by the 
Cadiz or Aviso, which were leaving at the same time. Admiral 
King kindly returned them to Nagasaki by the Salamis, other- 
wise they would have had to go on to Yokohama, and struggle 
back as best they could to their proper destination. 





CHINA, 
HANKOW, 

Tho water is still rising in Hankow, and is reported to be 
doing serious injury. A large foreign hong has given way, aud 
a whole square fallen down, killing some thirty Chineso in its 
descent. This was caused, we hear, by the water sapping the 
foundation, Wo are informed that there is uot at present a dry 
place in the settlement, excepting asmall patch of ground at 
the back of Messrs, Russell and Co.’s hong. 

A fire broke out in Hankow on the night of the 31st July 
in the foreign Settlement, and destroyed between forty and fifty 
Chinese buildings, It was extinguished in about two hours.

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SHANGHAL, 

The P. and O. mail of 10th June arrived on the 25th July, 
and the French mail of 17th on the 4th August. The dates 
are now down to the morning of the 6th. The following items 
are from the North China Herald :—We have received, from the 
Inspectorate of Customs, returns of trade at the several treaty 
ports during the three months ended 30th June last. It has 
of course not been considered necessary to specify every item 
with the minute accuracy which characterises the yearly re- 
ports. The principal articles of import and export only 
are classified. A prominent feature in the return is the 
great increase in the import of grey shirtings to Shanghai, 
over the samo period during the previous year—493,959, 
against 171,792. At Hankow, an active trade is reported, 
though at reduced rates ; the Foochow return shows, also, a 
considerable increase, though the trade at this port is said to 
beso entirely in the hands of Chinese that is difficult to ascer- 
tain whether the amount of business done corresponds with 
the quantity of goods imported. 

‘The receipts for messages via Kiachta amount to tls 2,481 
during the four months it has been working, the accounts show- 
ing rapid increase in the number of messages transmitted. 
The subscribers, with singular liberality, have handed it over 
to Mr. Grant, the manager, on the simple understanding that he 
will repay the tls. 6,000 expended on initiating the schemo, in 
yearly instalments of tls. 2,000. 

Siberia appears to be gradually attracting more attention as a 
means of communication with Europe. A passenger caravan is 
announced to set out from Tientsin onthe 10th August, if a 
party can be collected. Public announcement of the project 
has been too long delayed to enable any one from Shanghai to 
join itthis year. Butthere can bo no doubt that, in future 
seasons, many persons intending to return to Europe will be 
glad to exchange the heat of the Red Sea for the cool breezes 
of Mongolia, if they can avoid tho troublesome arrangements 
incidental toa solitary journey. 

The men concerned in the robbery of sycec from Messrs. 
‘Waller and Company’s silk boat have all escaped punishment ; 
the two Englishmen and the Austrian by breaking prison, and 
the American in consequenco of a slight technical omission in 
the conduct of his trial. The assessors, however, dissent from 
the judgment of the Consul-Gencral in the latter case, so it must, 
be referred to Peking for confirmation. 

Sir Edmund Hornby’s recent visit to Peking has resulted in 
the publication by H.B.M.’s Minister of threo additional regula- 
tions affecting legal procedure in China, which will, we think, 
commend themselves as useful and necessary. According to 
Mr. Wade, they relate to tho registration of mortgages, the 
registration of bills of sale, and the registration of companies. 
Moatgages and bills of sale must be registered at the Consulate 
of the district in which the property is situated within fourteen 
days of the cxecution of the decd ; and with respect to suing 
co-partners it will in future be sufficient in the indictment to 
specify oneof thenamesin lieu of all as heretofore. The utility of 
the first two regulations is obvious, and the third though more 
novel is no less important. Hitherto it has been obligatory in 
China, as in England, to insert in every plaint the names of all 
the partners in any firm which it may be intended to sue, and, 
wo believe, to serve a notice on every individual member, 
whether resident in Hankow, Feochow, or Canton. The incon- 
venience, obviously, was very great and apparently unnecessary. 
Sir Rutherford Alcock has now removed it, of course at the 
instigation of the Chief Judge, by ruling that, in futuro :— 

“ Every such co-partnership and the several members thereof, or the 
persons or person having carried or carrying on business under the style 
of any such co-partnership, may be sued in any action at law in the name 
or names of any one or more of the members of such co-partnership, on 
behalf of all the members comprising the same.” 

In brief, whereas it was formerly necessary to insert the 
name of every individual member of a firm in the plaint, it is 
now only necessary to insert the name of one, specifyiug that 
he is sued as a representative of the firm. 

A meeting of the Shanghai Rowing Club took place on the 
27th July, when it was decided that the committee be autho- 
rised to proceed with the erection of the new boat-house on the 
site proposed by them, rartly on Yu-Chong’s grounds, accept- 
ing the condition made by Yu-Chong that the house be re- 
movable on his giving six months’ notice. It appeared that the 
sum of tls, 1,600 or 1,700 had been already collected, while 
the total amount required for the erection of a new boat-house 
was about tls. 2,000 

‘The Shanghai Volunteers held their annual meeting on the

23rd July, when Sir E. Hornby, commandant, took the chair, 

The business transacted was not of very much importance, the 

chief matter consisting in the passing of a resolution whereby 

volunteers will be allowed to compete for prizes at the meetings 

with any rifle of Government make. The Rangers’ Corps also 

held their usual annual meeting on the 26th July, when the 

accounts were passed and other routine business transacted. 

The committee appointed in May last to take some steps 
with respect to the investment of the recreation fund have 
applied to the Shanghai Club to whom the money had been lent 
on interest by the trustes, for repayment of tls. 10,000 which 
it had been resolved to apply for at the previous meoting of 
the recreation fund shareholders, The Shanghai Club have 
however returned an answer to the effect that the utmost they 
can repay is the interest and that it is useless to apply to them 
for the capital. 

A measure which was suggested by Mr. Seward United States 
Consul-General for suing the Municipal Council, having for its 
basis the plan of making that body amenable to the Consulate 
of the plaintiff in any given case, has been opposed by the 
council with the exception of Mr. A. A. Hayes. The members 
who do not approve of the measure have addressed a letter to 
Mr. Seward recording their dissent; and suggesting that a 
joint court should be formed to consiat of the senior Consul at 
Shanghai together with three other consular assessors. 

A meeting of the shareholders in tho Shanghai General 
Hospital took place on the 3rd August at the Ewo Hong ; Mr.. 
Keswick taking the chair. Tho accounts aud report were laid 
before the meeting, apd after some discussion they were passed. 
It appears that there has been a largo amount lost to the pro- 
prictory in consequence of a number of the persons who sent 
patients to the hospital and guaranteed their expenses, failing 
to pay the accounts, On the whole, however, the state of 
affairs was satisfactory; the institution being free from debt, 
and there being a balance in hand, Mr. J. Barnard was ap- 
pointed secretary, with a salary of tls. 1,000 per annum. 

The recently established volunteer fire-brigades, got up chiefly 
by the American inhabitants of Shanghai, have had several trials 
of their engines, At the last one, where the endeavour was to 
test the working power of the engines, the hose was found per- 
fectly rotten. ‘This, however, can be replaced, and the brigade 
will then be in a position to afford useful service in the event 
of a fire breaking out ; and they will supply a want long felt in 
tho settlement. 

We have heard of four sudden deaths in the ecttlement and 
one or two narrow escapes from cholera. Messrs. Siemssen and 
Co.’s silk inspector ate heartily at dinner and was a corpse 
before midnight. A constable at the gaol died as suddenly. 
A painter in the employ of Mr. Sewell was playing the broak 
of No. 1 fire engine, over heated himeclf, went home, and was 
dead in half an hour, The other death was on board ship, 
the wife of the master of the William Melhuish, who was 
recently confined on board the Agamemnon, and was too weak 
for the great heats of the past few days. 

The ship Star of China had a narrow escape on her outward 
voyage, having grounded a short distance from Woosung while 
in tow of the Tian. The tide setting in shortly afterwards, 
however, she fortunately got off and proceeded to sea. 

The conduct of the managers of the Comptoir d’Escompte 
and Central Bank of India has been very strongly criticised in 
reference to their proceedings in the estate of Messrs, Dow and 
Co. It appears that after having agreed on the desirability of 
winding up the estate under inspection at a general meeting of 
creditors, they subsequently, without consulting the other credi- 
tors, placed the estate in bankruptcy. In our issue of the 5th 
inst. we noticed that a meeting would be held on the 20th July, 
for proof of debts aud choice of creditors’ assignees. Mr, Har- 
greaves submitted a claim for tacls 632.51 for balance of an 
account. A question was raised as to the liability of the estate 
for this claim, it being alleged that this claim was contracted 
by the old firm of Dow and Co., and not by the firm now bank- 
rupt. The claim was ordered to be referred to the creditors’ 
assignees. Mr, E. Whittal, as attorney for Messrs. Scott, Bell 
and Co., tendered a claim for £33,609, to which the same ob- 
jection was raised. Mr. Myburgh, on behalf of the whole body 
of creditors, objected to the admission of this claim as the debit 





balance was due by the old firm. The books of the bankrupts 
represent Messrs. Scott, Bell and Co. as debtors to the estate, 
After some discussion the claim was ultimatcly rejected, The 
Comptoir d’Escompte put in a claim for tacls 76,817.33, which 
sum represented twelve bills of exchange, amounting altogother 
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to £22,501 1s, 1d. at 5s. 10d. exchange, that being the rate on 
the day of adjudication. Proof was admitted. The official 
assignee intimated his objection to the rate of exchange and gave 
notice of his intention to move the assignees to appeal. The 
manager of the North China Herald put in a claim for 32 taels, 
which wasfadmitted. The meeting was then adjourned until 
the 27th inst., when the assignees will be chosen. 

In our last issue we announced that news had been received 
of the murder of six French missionaries in the Corea. We 
now supplement the following particulars :— 

“On the 7th July a Corean junk, with the French tricolor 
at one of its mast-heads, was observed entering the harbour of 
Chefoo, It brought the Rev. Abbe Ridel, Catholic missionary, 
and eleven Corean Christians, who have fled from that 
country on account of the persecution now raging there by order 
of the father of the King against the Christian Churches. Mr. 
Ridel reports that in the month of February last the King re- 
ceived intelligence that the Russians had crossed his frontier, 
and that they were holding intercourse with his subjects. At 
the samef time the Corean embassy in China informed their 
sovereign that the Chinese had murdered two Catholic mission-

Many were mar- 
tyred ; others fled, and the greatest consternation prevails.

There were at the beginning of this 
year about fifty thousand Catholic Christiansjin the kingdom of 
Corea, The two priests who survive, if they can escape the 
researches of the King’s soldiers, will try to keep alive the faith 
until fresh missionaries arrive ; but they have lost everything. 
The library which existed in the capital city, containing many 
Corean books, and especially two dictionaries of the Corean 
language, compiled by the French missionaries with the labour 
of twenty-five years’ continual application, together with the 
printing establishment and material for publishing books in 
the Corean language, have all been destroyed. The loss to the 
science of languages incurred by the destruction of §the] above 
named dictionaries is, it is feared, irreparable, All ,the sacred 
vessels for celebrating the holy sacrifice of the mass have been 
destroyed by the King’s orders, and the Christian church in 
the Corea is threatened with destruction. At the time-Mr. 
Ridel left the persecution had momentarily ceased, as the King 
found that it interfered with the harvest of the crops; but 
orders have been given to resume the work of extirpating the 
Christians in the approaching autumn.”

HONG KONG. 

The French mail of 17th June arrived on the 30th July, and 
the P. and 0. mail of 26th on the 3rd August.

decided. Although we believe nothing has appeared in print, 
still it has been known for the past year that Pedro was 
charged by his late employers, Messrs, Dent and Co. of 
Shanghai, with defalcations and mutilation of the books of 
the firm. We havefno particulars of the trial, but the result 
is that he has been sentenced to imprisonment in Macao for 
six months, and transportation to a Portuguese penal settlement 
in Africa for fifteen years, The Junta by whom he was tried 
consisted of the Governor, the Procurador, the Judge, 
the Commandant and Vice-President and two members 
of the Senate. The Attorney-General of Macao, who pro- 
secuted, did not consider there was sufficient evidence to 
prove an abuse of confidence and falsification of the books ; 
the Judge was of the same opinion, but all the other members 
of the Junta were unanimous. He can of course appeal against 
the decision to the Home Government at Lisbon. We think 
that Messrs. Dent and Co. deserve the thanks of the whole 
foreign community in China for adopting the course they did. 


The delinquencies of clerks in China have often been condoned 
by the principals, and hence a lax state of morality highly 
injurious to individuals as well as the commercial relations of 
China generally.

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hone Kone, Ava. 10, 1866, 
The intelligence from Corea which the last mail carried 


to Europe will doubtless have created some sensation even 
among the stirring events which were in progress nearer 


home. The French Government will not, probably, have been 
some such intelligence, as I 
hear that nearly a year ago appeals for active protection 
were despatched to 
Paris by the missionaries living in that jealous country. 
The French Minister at Peking is reported as having made 
@ representation on the subject of the late massacre 
to Prince Kung, who disclaimed all control over the actions of 
the Corean Court, and requested the French Government to act 
without reference to China in the affair. As the disturbances 
at Saigon have required the presence there of the French Ad- 
miral, whose magnificent flagship lately passed through these 
waters on her way thither, the probability is that nothing will be 
undertaken against Corea until next summer, as the severity of 
the climate in winter and the danger of navigating the Gulf at 
that season almost preclude the possibility of operations with 
the cold weather so close at hand. At the same time it is 
much to be wished that some demonstration could be made 
while the memory of the atrocities to be chastised is still fresh. 
It is also greatly to be hoped that Her Majesty’s Government 
will take part in whatever operations are decided upon, with 
the double view of chastising the Corean persecutors and of 
It is 
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anticipated that by the opening of a port in Corea a profitable 
extension might be secured for the import of woollens, the 
supply of which, to some considerable extent, is now derived 
from the Russian markets. 

On the coast of China opposite the Corea there have also 
been disturbances, but of an insignificant character, and directed 
against some Protestant missionaries. Several families of 
American missionaries have resided for some years past at 
Tang-chow-foo, and reports have repeatedly been current of 
dissatisfaction among the inhabitants owing to sundry specula- 
tions in land, which appear to be the reproach of the missionary 
class all over the world, from China to New Zealand. However 
this may be, the populace lately vented their spleen by 
defacing the tombstones erected in the missionary cemetery, 
whereupon the United States gunboat, the Wachusetts, was 
ordered to the spot with a promptness in calling in the military 
arm which, had it been an act of British diplomacy, would 
have evoked shrieks of horror from the Yankee-worshipping 
peace-party in England. The gallant commander of the Wa- 
chusetts was} not, however, able to obtain much satisfaction, as 
the} authorities of the city retired to a safe distance 
inland, politely requesting him by letter to communicate 
with their superior, the Taotai at the treaty port of Chefoo, 
forty miles distant. On visiting this functionary, it is reported, 
the gallant naval commander could get nothing from the cour- 
teous but astute Chinaman beyond an exhibition of his profi- 
ciency in the English alphabet. Captain Townsend tried 
remonstrance ; the Taotai pointed triumphantly to the letters 
US, on his buttons ; Captain Townsend threatened ; the Tao- 
tai murmured “ A. B.C.” At length, by mutual consent, the 
grievances of the missionaries were referred for settlement to 
the US. Minister at Peking. 

Tn this colony the extirpation of piracy is being proceeded 
with bravely, thanks to Sir R. MacDonnell’s vigorous “ stirring 
up ‘of his subordinates, Seven of the pirates of the British 
barque Casar were executed three days ago, and the head man 
has been seized and fully identified. An instance of the miser- 
able procedure till lately in vogue is palpable in the fact that 
this fellow has twice before been arraigned for acts of piracy, 
and has twice escaped through legal quibbles. 

The new ordinances for the better government of the colony 
will, it is believed, be very shortly brought into operation, but 
some doubt is expressed as to their satisfactory working, owing 
to the absence of an official staff capable of dealing with the 
Chinese population, Two young men who came out some years 
ago as students of Chinese are filling official posts in the colony ; 
but with their exception, there is nota soul connected with the 
Government who can speak the language. 
® Gloomy forebodings are expressed about the Mint. In a 
late address to the Legislative Council{the Governor appeared 
to hint at a probable abandonment of the concern as a waste- 
ful scheme; and the dollars, which are produced in driblets, 
are both shamefully executed and very hesitatingly accepted by 
the public. At Canton I hear they are not taken save ata 
discount of two per cent. 

We havo been expecting a typhoon for some days, and its 
advent would be hailed with delight as a relief from the ex- 
cruciating heat which has prevailed now for upwards of a week. 

The range of the thermometer has been from 87 degrees at 
night to 94 degrees during the day, with a dry scorching 
westerly wind. 


PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 

A correspondents letter from Manila announces the arrival 
there of General Sanz, who is to act as Captain-General until 
an officer of sufficient rauk can be found at Madrid who is 
willing to accept the office permanently. General Lara, the 
former Captain-General, has been recalled, and left for Spain on 
the 15th July. It appears that he had made himself ex- 
tremely obnoxious in many ways, and now that he has left there 
are people who openly accuse him of accepting bribes. The 
Home Government, acting in their usual peculiar and irascible 
manner, sent the substitute with the order of recall without 
the slightest previous notice being given. 

We announce with much regret the death, on the 7th July, 
of William Halkett Webb, Esq., H.B.M.’s Acting Consul. He 
had been connected with the Manila Consulate since 1848. 
His funeral, which took place on the 8th, was attended by 
almost every foreign resident. Mr. Michell, of the firm of 
Mesars, Phillips, Moore, and Co., is at present Acting Consul, 





and from his knowledge of the language and long residence we 
are sure that British interests are well placed in his hands, 
Our Government, indeed, could not do better than confer on 
him the post of Vice-Consul, should he be willing to accept it. 
The salary being only £300 per annum, no one could accept the 
office unless in connection with some other occupation. In pre- 
vious issues we have noticed the appointment of Mr. Rainals as 
Consul, but it appears that there is some hesitation now in 
despatching him, in consequence of his ignorance of the 
Spanish language. We cannot understand how the powers at 
the Foreign-office could have ever thought of sending out a 
gentleman [so completely unfitted, and we] trust Lord Stanley 
wili not commit such a mistake. Most assuredly would Mr. 
Rainals be a round peg in a square hole, We can safely assure 
his lordship that until he can find a competent person Mr, 
Michell will give him satisfaction. 


COCHIN CHINA, 
SAIGON, 

A correspondent from this place writes:—We reached 
Saigon at 6 o'clock in the morning (the distance from 
the Cape to the town being somewhat over 60 miles), and 
the first object which met our view on coming on deck was 
the magnificent new floating dock erected by Messrs. Randolph, 
Elder and Co., Glasgow, under the immediate superintendence 
of D. J. Dunlop, Esq., for the French Government. This un- 
dertaking, now almost completed, is said to be a decided success. 
The new town is exceedingly well laid out, and ‘the streets and 
roads in the suburbs are equal, if not superior, to those of 
Singapore. As yet there are few buildings of any note. The 
foreign community consists almost entirely of French, with the 
exception ofa few Germans and two or three English. 

The natives, or Annamites, as they are termed, are barely 
up to the mark of other Eastern natives. Their ideas of 
cleanliness would scarcely meet the requirements of a board of 
sanitary commissioners ; although surrounded by rivers, creeks, 
and canals, they ignore bathing, which they say causes sickness. 

The rebel Annamites continue to give the French outposts a 
deal of trouble. About a fortnight ago the rebels, to the num- 
ber of some 5,000, got within five miles of the town, and the 
Governor deemed it necessary to issue a proclamation calling 
upon the residents to arm themselves, and to put their houses 
in as good a state of defence as possible. The rebels have, 
however, been driven back, and:the outposts streugthened. 
The French have lost a colonel, captain, and lieutenant. 
‘The interpreters have been in the habit of supplying to tho 
rebels all information regarding the movements of the French 
troops. Two daysago a Mandarin of high ravk from Hue, the 
capital, and several others were arrested for having been found 
in communication with the rebels. Without doubt these gentry 
will meet with their deserts, and in a short time we expect to 
see the insurrection entirely suppressed. A consignment of 
gunpowder and muskets from Singapore was seized by the 
authorities about a week ago, and confiscated, the goods not 
having been reported to the Guardship. It is almost cortain 
that a fine will also be inflicted. 


STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
7 SINGAPORE. 

The P. and O, mail’ of 10th July arrived out on the 11th 
August, and the French mail of 17th on the 18th, August. 
Dates are now down to the 21st.

Gold has not been in much de- 
mand here, a considerable portion of the above amounts representing ship- 
ments in transit from Shanghai. 

Sitver,.—The market has been almost bare of bar silver and sycee 
during the fortnight. The imports are $160,000, and the exports 
$150,000. The Hong Kong dollars are inquired for at a small premium, 

Dottar Cunaescy.—Mexicans continue to arrive in large quantity 
from Shanghai, and are as quickly sent away to be made into rupees. 
The totals inwards and outwards are $1,480,000 and $1,420,000 respec~ 
tively. The Hong Kong Mint has struck off a few specimens of a new 
half dollar ; in design precisely similar to the dollars already issued, 

Discount AND MontGacgs.—Money continues dear, 10 per cent. 
being paid on good securities for short periods, and 12 per cent. on first 
class mortgages. 

Excuance.—The rupee business has again been very limited, the 
remittances being for the most part made up of coin and bullion. The 
few stirling bills bave been eagerly bought up upon the falling market, 
which is down 3 per cent. 

SHares.—A variety of causes have combined to check transactions 
during the fortnight, amongst these may be named the anticipation of 
important news by the incoming mail respecting the steamboat compa- 
nies, and also the meetings which has been called for the ensuing week of 
proprietors in the Hong Kong Bank{and Dock Companies, 


settlement proved an exception to the usual run of public 
holidays here, inasmuch as it happened ou a day and at a time 
when no steamers were expected, and therefore all and sundry 
kept the day in thorough relaxation from business, Picnics 
and excursions were the order of the day, and all enjoyed them- 
selves to their utmost bent. The weather was luckily fine, and 
in fact all nature combined to give the weary Penangite a holi- 
day in the highest sense of the term. 

The steamer Agamemnon has arrived from Shanghai, Hong 
Kong, and Singapore, and sailed for London and Liverpool Aug. 
21, and by telegram we hear that she called at Mauritius, and 
left on the 7th Sept. She has on board about 2,500 tons of 
cargo from Shanghai and Hong Kong principally tea. She 
also brings about 34 passengers from China and Singapore. 

The ‘following shipping casualties are announced :—The 
British ship Persian Empire, washed out her saltpetre and was 
compelled to put in here for dead weight. The British ship 
Monteagle, 928 tons register, from Akyab bound to Liverpool 
with rice, over three months out, put in here for supplies, &c., 
on the 15th August, having lost a quantity of ber sails and 
gear from stress of weather. The Russian ship Amphion, 551 
tons, bound from Maulmain to Europe with timber, nearly four 
months out, arrived here on the 19th having met with the 
same misfortune. The Sleipner is reloading her cargo for

COMMERCIAL REPORT. 
CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 
Tea.—Continued activity is noticeable at the various ports, though 
prices have been somewhat reduced from the first exorbitant rates. This 
inevitable reduction in the market discontents the teamen, who endeavour 
to resist it, and they give way reluctantly. From and through Shanghai 
the export to this date for England has exceeded the corresponding export 
for last year by more than eight million pounds, although it is true a falling 
off of between two and three million pounds is noticeable in the exports to 
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America. Both at Hankow and Foochow a large business in Cougous ia 
reported for the past fortnight. 

Canton.—The principal feature to notice in the market during the 
fortnight is the commencement of settlements of Country Congous, five 
chops have been taken at from 30 to 3+ taels, and various bids are re- 
ported as being offered for several other chops. The teamen express 
themselves somewhat disappointed at the rates settlements have opened at, 
and affirm them to be fully 4 taels under Hankow prices. The present 
stock consists of 19 chops or 12,829 chests. 

Foocow.—Large quantities of second crop Congous have continued 
to arrive at this market, but in the interior picking is over, and no great 
addition to the stocks can now be expected. During the early part of the 
fortnight there have been considerable ments for Australia, The 
character of the market is firm, and fair medium kinds have risen slightly. 
‘A few chops of Souchong have been settled at rates which, although high, 
are below the extravagant demands lately made by the teamen. Native 
holders of Oolongs are firm, but transactions on a large scale are shortly 
expected. Scented Teas are rather depressed as compared with previous 
advices. The sales and prices for the fortnight have been about as fol- 
lows :—26,351 chests Congou at tls. 8 to 12 for Dust and Broken Leaf, 
18 to 17 for Ordinary Common, 18 to 20 for Good Common, 21 to 28 for 
Light Flavoury, 28 to 31 for Good Flavoury to medium Kysow kinds. 
1,155 chests Souchong at tls. 25 to 36}. 238 chests medium Flowery 
Pekoe at tls. 24 to 37}, and 10,627 boxes of Scented Teas at tls. 9} to 
26 for Dusty and Common to Medium, and 30 to 34 for fine to finest. 

‘SuancHat.—Black Teas: Owing to the large quantity of Teas already 
sent forward, the market has been quieter, and prices show a decline of one 
tael on previous quotations which, with a fall in exchange and freights, lay 
down purchases at very moderate rates. Most of the first crop have now 
been shipped, and there are very few chops of really good second crop on 
offer. Supplies continue to come in rapidly, but holders are firm, and no 
further reduction is anticipated. 

Haxxow.—A large business had again been done in Congous at an ad- 
vance of one tael on common and about two tacls per picul on medium 
kinds, The settlements chiefly consisted of second crop Teas of the latter 
quality. Supplies continued to arrive freely, and the present scale of 
prices will no doubt cause some competition in the Tea districts for third 
crop leaf, and induces growers to hurry forward all their stocks. The 
Helen Nicholson was nearly full at £5, and the Elizabeth Nicholson has 
also gone up to load Teas for London. Settlements for the fortight 
were 26,900 chests at the following prices :—Oonams, common to me- 
dium, tls, 181 to 25 per picul; Oopacks, fair to medium (second crop}, 
tls. 213 to 264. 

‘YoxonaMa.—There has been a large amount of business transacted in 
the Tea market, the purchases for the most part were made during the 
early part, since when although forcigners are holding off, the Teamen 
seem rather inclined to wait further advices before parting with their pro- 
duce at lower rates. The stock although not excessive givesa fair selec~ 
tion of qualities suitable for export, but the prices compared with London 
and New York rates, offer no inducement to make ventures with a reason- 
able chance of profit. Settlements amount to about 4,500 piculs—all for 
America. Prices have ruled rather unevenly and show an advance of $2 
to 3 per picul in somes cases, Quotations and stocks are as under. New 
Tea: Medium $28 to 30 per 1,100 piculs; Good Medium to Fine, 
$31 to 35 per 1,100 picul 

Raw Sitx—Canton.—There has been nothing done in silk for Europe 
since last! report, as holders became daily more firm in their demands, and 
the native consumers are using a much larger quantity than usual, so that 
it is hardly expected that prices will give way to any great extent. The 
fourth crop is reported to Fave fallen'short of the origmal estimate. The 
only settlements reported are 30 piculs Kwokong at 4480 to 500 for India 
and 200 boxes rereeled Cumchuck at $580 for America. 

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Hoxe Konc.— During the past fortnight there has been a considerable 
impravement in the market, and all manufactured imports have been in 
general demand. In Grey Shirtings a large amount of business has been 
done, and during the fortnight from 60,000 to 70,000 pieces have been 
placed. Cotton Yarn is in great demand at an advance in price of $5 to 
$10 per bale. The stock of T-Cloths is small, but there is a fair inquiry. 
‘The least demand for piece goods has been for Grey Drills. Dyed and 
Fancy Cottons have met with ready sale. A good assortment of S S 
Camlets have realised $21 per piece. The metal market is altogether dull, 
and no sales are reported. 

SuancHat.— The deliveries during the month of July have been on a 
large scale, and 350,00) pieces of Grey Shirtings were cleared for local 
consumption and outports, ‘There has lately been a fair demand at full 
prices, but constant arrivals from Hong Kong and Japan prevent an ad- 
vance. Of White Shirtings: from 10,000 to 12,000 pieces have sold at 
previous rates; sale of English Drills: 5,500 pieces; Chirtz: Good 
patterns wanted, sales 7,500 pieces; Camlets: Market firm, 700 pieces 
sold; Velvets and Velveteens: Stock small, prices firm, sales, 1,200 
pieces Velvet and 2,160 Velveteen. ‘There has been no inquiry in the 

‘Metal market, except for Hoop Iron, and sales of any other description of 
Metal have been very difficult to effect. 

Yoxowasa.—The news received by the mail of 25th May and by tele- 
gram up to 13th June, caused holders of cotton goods to ask higher prices. 
‘Small sales of Grey ‘Shirtings are reported at $3.85 on the spot and 
$4 to arrive. Native dealers have been unable to buy freely, 
quence of native coin continuing too low in value; 1,500 
consequently been re-exported to China. Cotton Yarn is in fair demand 
at former prices.

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THE COOLIE EMIGRATION CONVENTION. 


Te Convention signed at Peking on the 6th March, em- 
bodying the rules and regulations under which the coolie traffic 
may be carried on in British and French vessels, docs not seem 
likely to be viewed with unmixed satisfaction by anybody except 
the keepers of baracoons—“ Emigration Agencies” they are 
euphoniously termed in the Convention—and the native crimps 
employed by them ; unless we except the coolies themselves, 
whose condition would certainly be improved by the new regu- 
lations, were they effectually carried out. The terms of the 
Convention have been sharply criticised by the local press on 
account of their palpable inconsistency, and justly so. The 
acknowledged evils of the traffic being known to arise chiefly from 
its being in the hands of unscrupulous speculators, who employ 
yet more unscrupulous tools in the shape of native crimps or 
kidnappers, to bring the human grist to their mill, it is cer- 
tainly strange that the very document which is devised as a 
remedy for these evils should commence by giving increased 
facilities for their continuance ; facilities promptly availed of 
by the French, under whose colours a thriving trade in flesh 
and blood have been going on ever since. What is the nature 
ofthis human commodity obtained by fraud, held by violence 
and transported with all the horrors of the African slave trade 
in its worst days? The recipients of it in the West Indies 
do not scem to value it very highly after all. Tho Guiana 
Times, writing on the subject of Chinese immigration, says :— 
“There can be no doubt that a large proportion of the Chinese 
“immigrants have fallen into the vices of opium smoking and 
“gambling. As many as 7,000 out of L0,000 in the colony are 
“ devoted to the first-named vice, and 2,000 to gambling. Hence 
“ only 10 per cent. of the number are really sober and industrious 
“people.” If this statement be correct, the 10,000 Chinese im- 
ported into Guiana cannot be considered either a profitable or 
a welcome addition to the population of that colony. And if the 
Chinese coolie proved soundesirablean acquisition when imported 
under the old system, how will it be with the newly imposed re- 
atrictions and responsibilities ? TheJamaica Standard, in review- 
ing the Convention, says :—“It behoves Jamaica tostudy wellthe 
«“questions thus raised. We want immigrants, but wecannot, with 
“any benefit to ourselves, pay too much for them, any more 
“‘than a man who wants money can expect to make it profita- 
“ble by borrowing it at cent. per cent. Some timely represen- 
“tations from the planters of this country, who may be best 
“able to deal with the question, ought to be submitted to 
“Governor Grant, with a view of furnishing him with a reliable 
“data whereon to base any consultation he may have with Her 
“« Massty’s Ministers in reference to immigration from China 
“to this island.” After this, we are not surprised to hear that 
the Coolie Immigration Committee of Jamaica have determined 
to receive no coolies from China at all, if the new regulations 
are rigidly adhered to, although they are still willing to take 
some 2,000 annually should certain of them be relaxed. In 
fact, the new order of things scems to work badly at both ends ; 
in China it rather encourages the barracoon and crimp system 
than otherwise, and in the West Indies discourages the con- 














THE HONG KONG BANKING COMPANY VERSUS THE 
AGRA AND MASTERMAN’S PANK. 

Oor readers will remember that the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Banking Company sold the manager of the Agra at Shanghai bills 
on the London aud County Bank for £25,000 at six months’ 
sight, and obtained payment for the same, knowing at the time 
that the Agra had stopped in London, which the Shanghai 
manager it appears did not know at the time he bought the 
bills, as the steamer which conveyed the news from Hong Kong 
to Shanghai, the—Dumbarton—was kept at a distance until the 
transaction was completed. Now, this may be considered “ a 
smart operation,” but we think not a correct or justifiable one. 
It cannot be supported on mercantile usages or principles, and 
this was the view taken by one of the parties to the transaction, 
who withdrew from the position, and accepted the bills drawn 
on them unconditionally, thus saving themselves from litigation 
and annoyance, which would ultimately be found to have been 
wasted. We consider that this adjustment was by far the best 
course, for it will be seen by the report of the case below that 
the Court of Chancery has decided that the amount of the bills 
in question (£25,000) should be lodged in the Bank of Eng- 
land out of a dividend of £33,000 which was payable by 
the Agra Bank to the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Com- 
pany’s agent here. They will therefore lose in the meantime the 
interest on this sum and the legal expenses. After all, the point 
aimed at—viz., to have this £25,000 placed as a set-off against 
their claims on the Agra—falls to the ground if the Agra pays 
20s. in the pound, which there is reason to believe. It is, 
however, to be observed that the London manager of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Bank, Mr. Vacher, had no power to autho- 
rise the drawees, the London and County Bank, to accept the 
bills, or he may have becn induced to do so and thus ended the 
matter in the same way as the other case. No doubt the head 
office in Hong Kong will instruct the London and County Bank to 
accept these bills which are drawn at six months’ sight, and thus 
obtain the transfer of the £25,000 from the Bank of England to 
heir own coffers. Houses in China will learn by this that 
these “ smart operations ” will not succeed when they have to 
come to London for completion. ‘The following is the report of 
the case :— 

The summons came on before Mr. Peake, the chief clerk attached to 
the court of Vice-Chancellor Stuart. Mr. Peachey, solicitor (Oliverson, 
Peachey, and Co.), appeared for the manager of the Hong Kong and 
Shanghai Bank; and Mr. Upton (Upton, Johnson, and Upton) for Mr. 
Cannan, the official liquidator of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank. 

Mr. Upton opened the proceedings by saying that on a previous occa 
sion the chiefclerk had desired to know the exact constitution of the Agra 
Bank, and whether it had power to deal with matters at home as well as 
abroad. He could inform him that it was established by charter, and that 
its head-office was in London, and its branches in Hong Kong and other 
places, while the order for winding up extended as well to the branches as 
to the establishment bere. By the authority of the Court the official 
liquidator had sent out a gentleman with ample powers to deal with the 
company’s interests. Mr. Peachy observed that five actions in reference 
to this matter had been brought in Shanghai, and the Judge there refused 
to stay any one of them, notwithstanding that the bank in London bad 
suspended payment. The chief clerk was unable to see how the case of 
supposed fraud, alluded to on the last occasion, could be made out, the 
Agra Bank having purchased the bills in the ordinary way. What the 
Hong Kong Company might know of any difficulties of the Agra in Lon- 
don had nothing to do with the question, His idea was that the liquidator 
was not justified in appropriating the dividend towards paying the bills; 
but he would be justified in withholding the payment of the dividend on 
the £133,000 until the question was properly set at rest. After a great 
deal of discussion, regarding the disposal of the money, the chief clerk 
said that the order he would make would be that the dividend, £33,000, less 
£25,000, should be paid to the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, and the re- 
maining £25,000 should be carried to a suspense account, to be opened 
at the Bank of England until the matter should be settled. 








Tne course proposed by Sir Richard MacDonnell in levying a 
stamp tax in order to cover the deficiency in the revenue for 
1867 caused by the outlay for the Mint, is generally approved 
by persons interested in Hong Kong. It is felt that it would 
be highly impolitic to place any further taxes on house or 
landed property. Above all, preserve the port free, 


New York advices mention that the Colorado steamer will 
open the line on 1st January, from San Francisco to China, to 
be followed by the Montanra and Rising Star, now on the way 
from New York to San Francisco. Our American friends at 
San Francisco, with their usual energy, have avnounced a 
paper to be published in English and Chinese, in connection 
with this line of steamers. ‘lhey havefcoolly appropriated the

tation. She left England in April, 1862, and arrived at Hong 
Kong in September of the same year. In June and July, 1863, she was 
surveying the Korea.

August 8rd, and arrived at Portland on the 12th of September 
harbours have been surveyed, and about 3,000 miles of coast line ;

The Imperial Russian screw corvette Griden, 14 guns (unarmoured), 
Capt. S. Kenarzewski, anchored at Spithead on the 24th from Cronstadt, 
en route for the Pacific and the Amoor river, and exchanged the usual 
honorary salutes with the flagship of the Port Admiral and the saluting 
battery of the garrison. Mr. G. Baker, the Russian Vice-Consul at 
Portsmouth, paid an official visit to the ship on her arrival, and on leaving 
was saluted from the Griden’s battery with seven guns. Capt. Kenat 
zewski afterwards landed at Portsmouth, and, accompanied by the V 
Consul, called officially upon Lieut.-Gencral Sir George Buller, K.C.B., 
Vice-Admiral Sir Thomas S. Pasley, K.C.B., and Rear-Admiral Super- 
intendent G. G. Wellesley, the Military and Naval Commanders-in-Chief 
at Portsmouth. The Griden will discharge her powder and shell into 
ordnance lighters at Spithead, and afterwards steam into Portsmouth 
harbour to remedy a few defects prior to resuming her voyage to the 
Pacific. 

We have to record the death of Captain Alexander Mitchell, of the SIst 
Regiment at the Curragh. Captain Mitchell entered the service in De- 
cember, 1851, served in the Crimea from May, 1853, and was present at the 
attacks on the Redan on June 18 and September 8 ; he was also with the 
31st in the campaign of 1860 in China, and was wounded in subsequent 
operations against the Taepings. Although the vacant company would 
not be filled up under ordinary circumstances, the lst being a reducible 
regiment, it is probable that the long service (fourteen years) of the senior 
subaltern, Lizutenant Waldron, will be considered by the authorities a 
sufficient justification for departing from the strict rule. 





























Our Consuts tx Cutxa.—The correspondent of the Daily News, 
writing from Shanghai, says :—“ ‘The consuls, acting on official traditions, 
pursue a policy of deference to the mandarins, yielding to them and allow- 
ing them to violate the treaties, until the acts of the Chinese authorities 
become so intolerable that a collision is inevitable, and then the cons 
turn round and become the patriotic defenders of their country’s rights. 
If they have any specific duties to perform in China at all, surely the very 
first is to see that the treaties are upheld and respected, It might be na~ 
turally imagined that by this time the consular services would be suffi- 
ciently acquainted with the ideas and habits of the mandarins ; but although 
they have had continually presented to them the most indubitable proofs 
of the falsehood, dishonesty, and insincerity of Chinese officials, they do 
not seem to see any reason for treating them differently from what they 
would do those of any European Power. Experience does not teach them 
wisdom, but they evidently discover in the most crafty double dealing and 
immoral government in the world, the innocence of the dove. If aconsul 
has to prc to the mandarins against acts clearly iu violation of the 
treaties, itis no use sending formal notes and allowing time to be wasted 
in long correspondence ; what is wanted is to send an ultimatum, and to 
insist upon it by force ifnecessary. But both the foreign and the Chinese 
excellencies prefer the polite and diplomatic method, and have the most 
profound faith in the civilising and outwitting power of compliment.” 

Tue “ Saturpay Review” an rts “ Ipiors.”"—In a notice of the 
‘Tea clipper race which we extract from the usually clever Saturday Review, 
it will be seen that the writer draws a most gloomy picture of the captal 
‘owners, and crews, whom he is pleased to term “idiots.” It is quite 
dent that the writer is himself an “ idiot” on nautical matters, or he would 
not have made the comparison between this race and the loss of the Lon- 
don, The article appears to be penned out of pure spite, because the staf 
of the Saturday are supremely ignorant about matters nautical, and can- 
not enjoy the race, We need say nothing of the taste which designates 
owners and captains as “ choice idiots." At least they might have been 
called idiots, and not “ choice idiot «A melancholy piece of face- 
tiousness has lately been invented in the institution of what is called an 
ocean race of the clipper tea ships from China to the Thames. The course 
is only 16,000 miles ; the competitors some nine ships manned and owned 
by a choice collection of idiots, who stake hundreds of lives and hundreds 
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of thousands of pounds of property for the blue ribbon of the sea—a £500 
prize for landing the first few chests of new tea. We are told to be in 
ecatacies at this happy combination of nautical pluck and skill, in which 
the two leading ships raced neck and neck, or we suppose bowsprit and 
bowsprit, all the way, and did the distance up the Thames within six hours 
of each other. Of course it is a happy thought, and quite a novelty in the 
undeveloped art of getting up shipwrecks. No doubt it will fire the emu- 
ation of railway companies, and a pleasant rivalry will be established be- 
tween land and sea in the number of victims, Whatis odd is the incon- 
sistency of ing-article writers. When the London was lost, all sorts of 
jeremiads were written on the folly of encountering the Bay of Biscay with 
too much sail; but when, for ninety-nine days, nine crews carry on a press 
of canvass, often on their beam ends, and with the sea constantly sweeping 
their decks, the captains disregarding every danger of wind and current, 
and boldly reckless of all but speed, they are saluted with universal plaudits 
and the frenzied exultation of the ‘Daly Telegraph. We would only hint 
that if the Taeping and Ariel ‘happen tobe lost,’ possibly the underwriters 
may have something to say about ‘the great ship race from China.’” 

Our Inox-crap Frert.—Captain Sherard Osborne has addressed a 
letter to. The Times on the subject of wooden rersus iron ships. It bas 
been awerted that it would be quite as well to return to the old fashioned 
wooden vessels now that Captain Palliser’s newly-invented projectile will 
penetrate the sides even of an iron-clad. Captain Osborne ridicules this 
notion, and paints out that although an iron-clad is penetrable, she is only 
80 at 500 yards range, while a wooden ship may be sunk at a distance of 
two miles. He concludes as follows :—* To you, Sir, who have so con- 
sistently urged on a reluctant and reactionary d ment the construction 
of an iron-clad fleet, which, indifferent as it ‘now is, is still the only safe- 
beats of our country and guarantee for our remaining a first-class Power,

Tue ANNAMITES,1N Panis.—The fourteen young Annamites, who 
had arrived in France to be educated at the expense of their own country, 
which allows 800f. a year for each pupil, had been placed in the college 
of the Marists, at La Seyne, but have just been sent away from that 
establishment, which does not undertake the primary education of chil- 
dren. They are now lodged provisionally in the barracks of the ships’ 
crews at Toulon, till a school can be found willing to take charge of them. 

‘Tur Murper or Missronanirs iN THE Conea.—(From the Paris 
Patrie).—Rear- Admiral Roze, commanding the French naval division in 
the China and Japan seas, proceeded on board the steam-frigate Guerricre 
to the coast of Corea to demand satisfaction for the execution of the 
Catholic missionaries whose death has been mentioned. The First 
Minister of the King of Corea replied that it was the father of that 
sovercign, exercising the functions of regent during the minority of his 
son, who ordered the missionaries to be put to death ; but as France took 
an interest in them and the other Christians such acts should not be 
repeated,

says:—" A Chinaman, named Ah- Yuk, and well known to the people of 
California, left San Francisco for New York on the 19th August. Ah. 
‘Yuk's mission to the East is to prepare for the introduction of coolie-labour 
on the plantations of the South, Ah-Yuk offers to furnish planters with 
hands at sums much lower than those demanded by the freemen, One 
thing is certain—the Asiatics are more industrious than the full-blooded 
African negroes. The introduction of coolie labour will only complicate 
the problems that now Buzale our people. What mill we do with the negro 
when we have given his work to the more profitable Chinaman? and 
what will we do with the Asiatic when we get him? Shall we make him 
citizen, or shall we make him a slave. The coolie question is destined 
to become a very important one, and that at no distant day. For we can 
prevent emigration tromChina no more consistently or justly than we can 
prevent emigration from Great Britain or Germany. And let the Asiatics 
once discover their profit in labour in the Southern States and swarms will 
hasten to these shores,

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrervam, Serr, 24. 
The stormy weather that prevailed during the night of the 
16th prevented my second letter reaching you in timo for inser- 
tion ; your readers would else have been informed by the last 
mail of the important fact that the First Chamber of the States 
Genoral had approved of the first chapter of the East India 
budget (expenditure in Holland, £35,729,785.994) by 27 
against 1, and the second chapter (oxpenditure in India, 





£.87,271,490.65) by 26 against 2. As to the discussions, I 
need not add any particulars to those I mentioned in my last 
letter, notwithstanding the Minister of the Colonial Department 
made a very long and able speech, in which he answered the 
great number of questions proposed by the members. All his 
promises, all his binding declarations, remain but idle words, for 
he is now unable to fulfil them. To everyone's great astonish- 
ment an extra number of the Staats Courant informed us last 
Sunday—the day after which the budget passed and the session 
for 1865-6 was closed—that Mr. Myer had resigned, and that 
Mr. Trakranen had been appointed Minister of the Colonial De~ 
partment. Of course everyone expected that after this Mr. 
Myer would be named Governor-General of the East Indies, 
And so it was, A few days ago this very important appoint- 
ment was mede known by the official paper. _ It is impossible 
to repeat the words in which this appointment is disapproved 
of by the press. Anger, mingled with contempt, disgust and 
abhorrence, prevails in consequence of the miserable conduct of 
this Conservative Minister, who only showed himself liberal to 
make himself master of this lucrative dignity that will make 
him within five ycarsa rich man, Had Mr. Myer deserved it by 
his political career of course everyone would have applauded 
this nomination, but the contrary is the case. The Daghad, 
the ultra-Conservative journal, feels itself obliged to disapprove 
of it. A much stronger feeling of abhorrence will be created 
in India when this news is known. In the papers received 
by the last mail, in which he is spoken of as the proposed 
Governor-General, his name was accompanied by such adjectives 
that I hesitate to report them to you ; they however prove that 
he is the most unpopular man who ever could be appointed for 
this dignity, Had he shown himself a straightforward Conser- 
vative, and had he gono as such to the East, perhaps the Libe- 
rals would have been disappointed, but would never have 
manifested dislike or disapprobation, 

Under these circumstances the new Parliamentary session was 
opencd on the 17th. I need scarcely say that the Royal speech 
from the throne was more colourless than ever, andI think it 
of no use to reproduce it in full, The most important clause was 
that in which the late war was spoken of. “Despite the war,” his 
Majesty said, “which has been carried on, the Netherlands have 
uninterruptedly enjoyed the blessings of peace, and our foreign 
relations have continued most satisfactory. However gladdening 
this fact may be, it must not be forgotten that the nation will 
find, after God, its firmest support in itself. I, therefore, have 
seen with pleasure, as a proof of the national spirit, the organi- 
sation of the corps of voluntcers. His Majesty further an- 
nounced that tho fiuavcial condition of the country was 
satisfactory. Not one word, however, was said about the ques- 
tion of Limburg, and this caused so much surprise that, when 
the address in answer to the Royal speech came under discussion 
in the First Chamber, Mr. Boreel questioned the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs upon this matter. Mr, van Zuylen, however, 
deciared that there was no question that Limburg should make 
part of the North German League; but he could not furnish 
any further particulars because the negotiations were not yet 
finished. As to the question of Luxemburg the Minister de- 
clared that the Goverument had nothing to do with it. Another 
member, Mr. Cremers, inquired about the change of Colonial 
Ministers,and asked what was the raison d'etre of Mr. Trakranen. 
Mr. van Zuylen, whosecms now to bethe Premier,answered instead 
of Mr. Trakranen, aud said that this new minister would give 
effect to the programme of Mr. Myer, and that he would 
fulfil all the promises of the latter, With this answer 
the First Chamber was satisfied. 

‘The Emperor of Russia conferred the knighthood of the 
Order of St. Stanislaus on Mr. Lion, the editor of the Dayblad. 
‘Lhis journalist was presented with this cross, while ho offered 
to his Majesty the Eunperor a French translation of the account 
of the funeral solemnities at the burial of the body of the 
Quecn-mother, published in his paper.

It will be seen in our report on tea that dealers still hold 
back, and that new scason’s continue to be put forward in pub- 
lic sales, which is quite unprecedented so early in the scason. 
Invoices of parcels on board the lately arrived clippers have 
been offered at 20 per cent. discount. Indeed, the losses may 
be assumed at 6d. per Ib. on the average, and this, too, on at 
least 50 million pounds of the presont season, for wo doubt if 
even at that stage of the export the prices given wore much 
less than at the opening, and we sce little or no chance of im- 
provement in our market. We trust, however, that the re- 
maining portion of the season’s supply—computed at 125 
millions—will be purchased at much lower rates, and leave a 
profit to cover the losses onthe first 50 millions, which at 6d. 
gives the largo sum of £1,250,000, The advices sent from 
this of the prospects for the season pointed out the large quan- 
tity of last season tea still held, upon which the buyers had 
lost heavily, and that suffering from such losses they would be 
very cautious in buying the new season's at much over 2s., yet 
in face of this they cost 2s. 6d. to 3s. laid down, 

The success which has attended the laying of the Atlantic 
cable has given an impetus to other sub-marine projects, and 
it is expected that tho company formed for laying down 
communication with India by the Red Sea, noticed in a late 
number will soon be placed before the public for subscription.

The affairs of Overend, Gurney and Co. are in a deplorable 
state, and unless some arrangement be made between the cre- 
ditors and shareholders to stay litigation the result will be 
very disastrous for all concerned. 

‘The biddings for £300,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were—to Cal- 
outta £273,000, and to Bombay $12,000. The minimum prico 
was fixed at 1s. 104d. on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s. 103d. 
on Bombay ; tenders at 1s, 103d. on Calcutta and Madras and 
at 1s. 114g. on Bombay will receive in full. These terms show 
a demand for fair remittance. 

A general meeting of the Oriental Bank Corporation is con- 
vened for the 18th October, when an interim dividend for the 
half-year ended the 30th June is to be declared. A mecting of 
the Chartered Bank of India, Australia and China will also be 
called on the 17th to declare an interim dividend. 

The Friend of India reports that much indignation has been 
expressed in Calcutta and Bombay at the letter from the Lon- 
don manager of the Agra and Masterman’s Bank, throwing the 
blame of the stoppage on the Calcutta and Bombay branches. 
The Calcutta branch, according to the Friend, closed with ten 
lacs of cash, besides other assets, and the Bombay branch was 
80 carefully conducted that it was more free from advances to 
speculators than any other in that city. 

The advices from Bombay announce the suspension of Prem- 
chund Roychund, a very large operator in produce. It is under- 
stood that his engagements will be enormous, and that he has 
been the holder of a considerable quantity of cotton, He had 
been a director of the Bank of Bombay, avd the India and 
China Bauks here have fallen since the news arrived from sales 
by frightened holders. 

The report of the Mauritius Land Credit and Agency Com- 
pany, to be presented on the 28th instant, recommends a divi- 
dend of 2s. per share, making, with the interim dividend in 
February last, 10 per cent. for the year. The sum of £1,000 
is to be written off preliminary expenses, and £101 will remain 
to be carried forward. The mortgage investments of the com- 
pany during the year show an increase of only £20,481, “the 
state of the money market not having permitted the company 
to borrow to any extent with a view to re-invest in Mauritius.” 

The mail delivered on the 15th aud 22nd inst. brought about
